Camas-Washougal’s old 
swimming hole, better known 
as the Sandy, was dedicated 
and opened with a loud splash 
the evening of July 17, 1929. 
The Kiwanis put on the show, 
complete with diving beauties 
and dancing girls. 

Over 2,500 people heard 
George Moody officially place 
the resort in the joint custody 
of the cities, explaining that 
when the property was fully 
paid for it was to be deeded to 
‘the twin cities, with 
Kiwanis club in charge of it in 
the meantime. 


In explaining the. historical : 


significance of-the Sandy site, 
Moody told of its acquisition 
by Richard Ough, an English 
Hudson Bay representative, in 
1865.

In special swimming events 
that night, Eva Scott won the 
women’s race; Elton Jones 
captured the men’s prize and 
Marion Mansfield won from.

A sturdy 13-foot diving 
tower and three-foot board 
were erected by the Crown 
Willamette Company. A: 
dancing platform was donated’ 
by Copeland Lumber Company 
and the program was 
concluded with dances by 
pupils of Miss Cuba Wheatley, 
Camas instructor. 
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Down payment on_ the 
‘Sandy’’ swimming hole was 
$150, with total purchase price 
at $1,400. e
